*“ Sir: The German Peace Delegation 
has inferred from the note of your Ex- 
cellency, dated the 10th instant, that the 
allied and associated Governments have 
formed the terms ofthe treaty with 
constant thought of the principles upon 
which, at the time the armistice and the 
negotiations for peace were proposed. 
The German delegation will. not, of 
course, cast doubts upon this basis; they 
must, however, reserve to themselves 
the right of pointing out these condi- 
tions which, according to their views, 
are inconsistent with' the contention: of 
the allied and associated Governments. 

“Such an inconsistency is principally 
obvious with regard to those conditions 
of the draft of the treaty which bear 
upon the cession of different parts of 
the territory of the.empire inhabited by 
a German population. Apart from the

ANDROBBEDBY POLES

House ’’ making up lists of families and 
allotting the flour. They were there with 
the. consent of the military authorities 
given to Mr. Zuckerman, who in the 
meantime had-gone to Brest-Litovsk. 
At 6 o’clock in the evening a squad of 
fifteen Polish soldiers, commanded by 
Major LitoViski, marched into the hall, 
declaring. the hundred Jews _ present; 
meh, “women, and children, all. under. 
arrest.. There was no resistance; Not 
a single Jew was armed. All were 
marched to the public market place, 
where thirty-seven of the most physi- 
eally fit young men.were stood against 
the wall and massacred with: machine. 
guns in the presence of their families. 
This: within half an.hour after. ‘they 
had peen arrested and dragged: away 
from the work of distributing flour for 
the’ Passover. Of course, there had 
been no hearing; no trial, not even the 
pretense at a drumhead couft-martial. 
Other Jews taken in the raid were 
beaten and put in jail. 

Next day the rabbi was called in to 
pass on the character of: each. prisoner. 
He, vouched for all, whereupon all -were 
discharged. Incidentally, he could have 
vouched for the thirty-seven. who were 
murdered on the evening before. 

A few days later the military author- 
ities at Pinsk imposed a fine of 100,000 
marks on the Jewish population of the 
city. It was. known’ that a short time 
before that the same amount had. been 
received by the Jewish Relief Commit- 
tee at Pinsk ‘for food and ‘elotHing. 

Concerning that fine, Mr. 
has just réceived the following dispatch 
in Paris: 

‘*General Pilsudski has received a 
member: of -the Polish. Parliament, Pri- 
lutzki,. who requested. him to cancel the 
fine of the,Jéws of Pinsk: .

At the morning service yesterday at 
the Church of the Messiah, Park Av- 
enue and Thirty-fourth Street, it was 
announcéd by the minister, the Rev. 
John Haynes Holmes, that the church 
had decided to change its namie to the 
Community Church of New York. Mr. 
Holmes suggested that this be done sev- 
eral ‘months ago, when he asked «his 
congregation to reorganize the church 
on @ community basis, 

The matter was put in the hands of a 
special committee and. a_ referendum 


ryote taken on the following. names: 


Church of the Messiah, the Community 
Church of New York, the Church of 
the New Democracy, the People’s 
Church, and the Free Fellowship. The 
vote showed a majority favoring as a 
name the Community Church of New 
York. 

The church was founded in 1825 as 
the Second. Congregational Unitarian 
Church of New York. In 1839 its name 
was changed to Church of the Messiah. 
(This name endured for eighty years, 
to be now superceded in turn by the 
Community Church of New York. 

“The old name,’’ Mr. Holmes said 
yesterday, ‘‘had long since lost its 
meaning, at least for our people. To 
many it had a sentimental value, made 
precious by long and tender associa- 
tion, but {t meant nothing to any of us 
in terms of spiritual thought and work 


of our time, and. to.the public. at large |. 


it was a source of confusion and error. 
The change to the Community Chureh 
of New York is simply an endeavor to 


| interpret the free,,democratic, social re- 


ligion to°which we are committed, and 
to give public guarantee of our determi- 
nation to live out the consequences of 
this religion to the -very end. 

** By this action this church has now 
completed a gre&t work of reorganize- 
tion. I have left Unitarianism, cut my- 
self off from all denominational con- 
nections of every. kind, that I may 
preach a universal, humanistic réligion 
which knows no bounds of any kind, 
not even Christianity. 

‘“‘“We have done away with assess- 
ments, pew rents, &c.; and thus placed 
the support of the church on the ab- 
solutely democratic basis of free volun-

the Bolshevist rule are best described in the re- 
markable Declaration adopted b Macy Socialist 
groups in Omsk on February 28, 1919. The 
Declaration says in part: 


“The main prop of an agricultural country such as Russia prin- 
cipaily is, the peasant population, is pauperized, starving and is being 
driven under the banners of the Red Armies by lash and rifle. The 
nemerically snall class of intellectuals is being shot down and ex- 
terminated. The cities have been handed over to the pillage and rule 
of Red Army troops. The prisons are overcrowded. The enemies of 
the people have carried out their destructive program to the very 
end, and given the people in place of bread, peace and .freedom— 
a new inter-Russian war, the complete exhaustion of all the pro- 
ductive forces of the land; economic, jndustrial and railroad desola-; , 
tion, unemployment, a terrorizing reign of Ulsorder end = lepee into 
barbarity.

ENVER PASHA. 

The news that Enver Pasha has 
been traced to Transcaucasia, where 
he is said to be living among the Tar- 
tars, has been received at Washington 
“through official channels,”’ which 
probably means that it came from the 
British authorities in Constantinople; 
they are no less anxious than the new 
Turkish Government to run down the 
former War Minister and put him on 
trial for his life. In November he 
made his escape from the capital after 
plundering his country of a sum esti- 
mated at $112,500,000, which had been 
deposited ‘in the banks by the Commit- 
tee of Union and Progress. His fellow- 
knave,. TauAAT Pasha, who aecom- 
panied him to Berlin, may have shared 
the loot, if there is. honor among 
thieves. They were joined at Berlin 
by_ DizMau «Pasha, of abhorrent 
memory. 

Early in December the Turkish Pro- 
visional Government demanded the:ar- 
rest of the outlaws, and they vanished. 
Embezzlement is the least crime with 
which Enver Pasha is charged... The 
Turkish authorities could doubtiess in- 
dict him for many assassinations of 
public men and army Officers. ‘One of 
his last victims was> Colonel Jacos 
GremiL, whom he caused to be shot 
after t\inviting. that officer to head- 
quarters to discuss a ‘‘memorandum’’ 
urging that Turkey retire from the 
war at the time of Russia’ 's collapse. 
According to Prince Asput, Mrarp, the 
heir presumptive to the. Turkish 
throne, EXNvérR Pasha was the evil 
genius who, by conspiring with the 
German -Ambassador, brought Turkey 
into the war when her people were 


L opposed to intervention. ° There, is, in- 


deed, abundant evidence to prove: that 
Enver Pasha was a tool of Germany 
and betrayed his country. “The Pro- 
visional Government could try him for 
embezzlement, murder, and treason; 
but doubtless would be glad to let the 
Allies bring him before an interna- 
tional tribunal for complicity in the 
Armienian massacres, the most le

Enver Pasha was the dominating 
politician in Turkey at the time. No 
course was entered upon without. his 
approval’ or consent. He was. greater 
than the Government. He had Ger- 
many at his back. None could oppose 
him without risking assassination. He 
could have prevented the enterprise of 
exterminating a people which almost 
succeeded. For his monstrous crimes 
he should be brought to the bar of jus- 
tice, and there he will be arraigned if 
the Allies can seize his person. 








LUDENDORFF’S BOOK. 

General Lupgenporrr’s own story of 
the war and the armistice, no: doubt 
with a proper quantity of, parsmag- 
nafuing, is about to be published in 
Germany. It will cost 25 marks, and 
Vorwiarts, which terms this ‘* a truly 
popular edition,’’ wonders why so high 
a price should be asked for informa- 
tion as to who was to Qlame, which 
the General and his friends have in- 
sisted was utely essential to an 
understanding of the German cdllapse. 
But this is not the worst. The: pub- 
lishers have given the General an ad- 
vance of 200;000 marks on the royal- 
, ties, a. sum which will no doubt be de- 
posited in some neutral sanctuary ‘so 
that the former master of Germany 
will have a modest competence se- 
cured, no matter what may happen in 
the Fatherland. 

Vorwirts, which wonders whether 
the General entered this sum on his 
books -as war profits or revolution 
profits, thinks that he may have re- 
membered that some of the victorious 
Generals of 1870 were rewarded by 
** dotations ’’ out of the French in- 
demnity, and is trying to make up for 
the prospective dotation which some- 
how slipped out of: his hand Jast. yéar, 
Or perhaps, suggests our German con- 
temporary, he may have decided that 
if he could not be a victor (Kriegsge- 
winner) he would at least distinguish 
himself as a profiteer (Kriegsgewinn- 
ler). Observers-from this side of the 
ocean may add a third possibility. 
LupENporRFF, after a little service at 
the front in Belgium, spent the. rest 
of the war in staff posts at headquar- 
ters, much of the time on German 
soil. He missed the chances of picking 
up souvenirs: which were utilized so 
thoroughly by the Crown Prince, and 
other Generals. who followéd only a 
few miles in the rear of their advanc- 
ing armies, so long as the enemy was 
retreating without. much trouble. If a 
Hohenzollern thriftily -stole clocks 
and undérwear from ch&teaux in 
France, why should a Ludendorff 
hesitate to do what he can to. make up 
for the opportunities which never 
came his way?

Director: General Hines has “paid 
the‘ fixed ’’ price for rails, and com- 
plains about it as eloquently as Mr.

COMPENSATION OR PENALTY? 

How far we have or have not pro- 
gressed from barbarism is shown by 
the verdict of a jury which allots a 
gentleman $150,000 for alienation of 
his wife’s affections. It would be un- 
generous to hint that the lady’s affec- 
tions were not,worth that much; in- 
deed, according to the plaintiff's alle- 
gations, the rival who lured his wife 
away spent almost that sum ih sur- 
rounding her with luxuries which her 
husband could not afford. The jury 
may have thought that if the rival 
was willing fo spend so much for her 
he would not hesitate at a little more. 

But what of the gentleman whose 
lacerated affections are so potently 
soothed? What was she worth to him 
that he should receive $150,000 in. 
compensation for her loss? The sum 
can hardly be intended as a measure 
of. her economic value. The jury’s 
psychology is easily read. The hus- 
band had enlisted in the army when 
war broke out, and had earned a com- 
mission; meanwhile a rich man who 
stayed at home had stolen his wife. 
The damages, then, were assessed as 
a penalty; and, regarded purely as a 
penalty, they are hardly too severe if 
the facts are as alleged. But the hus- 
band apparently does not think of 
them as a penalty. He asked $250,000. 
His wife was not worth that much to 
him economically; and if she were 
worth anything to him in any other 
way. he would hardly feel that money 
would be an acceptable substitute. 

To be sure, this is the law, the writ- 
ten law, which somehow ifs about as 
repugnant as thei reprehensible un- 
written law to which other husbands 
have had recourse for getting even. 
So long as we allow damages for alien- 
ation of affection or for breach of 
promise, in cases where the transfer 
of affection or breaking of the engage- 
ment involves no actual economic ele- 
ment, we continue to. regard the 
wedded ‘and affianced as the chattels 
of-those to whom they are, or are 
about to be, married. Between the

The Covenant Provides for a Real 
League of Nations. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

~ & gentleman who wields ‘the pen of 
a ready writer” on ‘a newspaper which. 
ought to be a great. paper, but. misses 
the mark, recently stated very positively 
five: obstactes to’ the creation, of an ef- 
fective league of nations, which he con- 
sidered insurmountable. And he. pre-

So. the -hostiles are fortified 
both ways. If the League is not force- 
ful like our. constitution, ‘it is worth- 
less; if it is forceful, we cannot jo 
Which only shows that you can’t please 
everybody. 

But our Constitution created a super- 
State. We are a federation. -A league 
is something entirely different. Kindly 
refer to your dictionary: “‘ League—an 
alliance voluntarily ‘maintained for mut- 
ual support in the attainment of a com- 
mon ‘end."’ That, I contend, is all we 
have a right to expect ina league. It 
is an alliance based on treaties made by 
the treaty-making powers of the sev- 
eral nations. The proposed. League of 
Nations —¢reates no super-State > with 
power to coerce and compel. But. it 
makes’ a solemn covenant among ard 
between the members. jointly and sev- 
erally, respecting the questions upsn 
which, they will co-operate, and it de- 
pends ‘upon the mutual. interests and 
mutual good-will of its members as the 
only cohesive .power, for no external 
force could bind together such mighty 
entities. It devises~ the machinery 
through which they may act «together 
and act promptly. It does not attempt 
to cover all matters of genéral interest, 
even all’ questions of .present interna-” 
tional concern,.but only those which all 
members can agree upon at this time. 

The example for us to study is not our 
federation of States bound in.a com- 
plete and définite system, but the Brit- 
ish Commonwealth of five self-govern-. 
ing dominions, co-opérating voluntarily 
with the mother kingdom and with gach 
other in matters of ‘common cdncern. 
This organism began and grew as the 
mother..kingdom from time to time let, 
go her hold upon he? great colonies, 
Happily called the Britannic‘ alliance, it 
has taken form and consistency _in the 
last thirty years as ‘a veritable jeagus, 
and ‘has grown to a high degree of ef- 
fectiveness. by. the method of ‘trial and 
error, always trusting much to time and 
experience, feeling that ‘‘ the future is 
to be trusted, not dreaded; we are not 
the dictators of posterity.”’

helped them’ to’regain. normal life, Dr.’ 
Joseph BH. Raycroft, Chairman of the 
Athiétic Division, War Department Com- 
mission oh Training Camp Activities, 
will complete two years in this service 
tomorrow while returning to the United 
States from abroad. May 26,1917, the 

commission ordéred him to go ahead 
with the athletic program he had. out- 
lined at the second meeting of the or- 
ganization héaded by Raymond B. FPos- 


dick. Tomorrow, May 26, 1919; he will | 


be on the. George Washington returning 
from Europe after seeing the program 
for which he wus responsible carfidd to 
completion along the distant banks of 
the Rhine. 

Between the dates, two years apart, 
he gathered together a staff of head 
coaches ahd instructors, numbering 108 
men, and through these, by intensive 
training courses within the carps, 
taught othér thousands to be instruc- 
tors in games, , hand-to-hand “fighting 
and physical development. When tha 
toll of thé war began. to drift back 
from France in broken men, thése same 
forces were mobilized in the convales- 
cent céntres, and wounded mén by the 
scores were helped back to normal life 
by the undefstanding of these men who 
have made the co-ordination of mind 
and miuscle a life study. 

The first duty imposed upon the Ath- 
letic Division was physical fitness of the 
men in the army.
